ficient rain. 

Prof. Duncan spoke at county-wide 
meetings of farmers in Jackson, MadL 
uon, Limo stone, Lauderdale and Lav<* 
rcnce counties. Viewed as a whole, 
lie said tjjat the farmers in the coun­ 
ties visited are expecting good crops 
this year. Corn throughout the val­ 
ley is silking and tasseling, and cot­ 
ton is blooming and fruiting rapidly. 
Prof. Duncan observed that in those 
localities where rains have not been 
adequate the small cotton plants are 
■well fruited, and now that rains have 
been more general an Increase in 
fruiting is expected.
